noon. Fighting with his followers to 
the end, he fell shot six times by 
the policemen of the city and will 
die. 

The Fatalities and Injured. 

As the result of the street riot and 
running battle there are killed, Po- 
liceman Dalbow and Lola Pratt, 15 
years old, daughter of John Pratt, an 
associate of Sharp, whose jaw is snot 
Patrolman Michel

Mullane, who is shot in the right 
breast, probably fatally; Sergeant 
Patrick Clark, who is shot in the 


lungs, probably fatally; John Sharp, 
known as Adam, son of God, who ts 
shot times by policemen, and 
probably will die.

fanatics begun in front of the city 
hall at 4 o’clock this afternoon and 
ended in the Missouri river, where 
the remnant of the religious band 
surrendersd their house, but after 
Lola Pratt had been shot.

How the Riot Started. 

The reiigious band were singing jn 
the street in front of the Kansas City 
Club, when Geo. M. Holt, president 
of the club, told them that they must 


quit. The men in the religious band 
followed Holt to the Workingmen’s 
Mission at Fifth and Main streets, 
where a fight ensued. Holt was as- 


saulted by the religious fanaties and 


later returned to the police head- 

quarters to report the assault. 
When the crowd closed in afte: 

shooting by the police in their at- 


tempt to capture the band, the women 
and children escaped and left for the 
river, They live in a house boat 
near the foot of Broadway, Six pa- 
trolmen left for the river immediate- 
ly after the women and children had 
escaped, They were arrested with 


shotguns in their hands. Ut was here 
that Lola Pratt was shot. She was 
taken to the hospital where she died 
later. Her mother jumped into’ the 
river to escape the bullets. She was 
caught, armed with a rifle, 

Dalbow. the policeman who was 


shot, died half an hour later, C. D. 


Woodby, a driver for the National 
Paper Box Company, was driving 
along Main street, when the bullets 
killed both his horses and another 


bullet went through his hat. 

There were eleven persons in the 
religious party, four men, four girls, 
two women and a boy about 15 years 
old. When Sergeant Clark fell, Lew- 
is Hartman, of Trimble, Mo., picked 
up the wounded officer and fired at 
the fleeing fanatics. He wounded 
one mane 

Sharp a Religious Fanatic. 

Sharp is a religious fanatie who 
was arrested about eighteen months 
ago in Oklahoma for appearing in the 
streets in a naked condition, Three 
weeks ago he visited the im yor’s .of- 
fice and asked for special license 
to preach in the streets aad said that 
he was a# disciple of Christ 


Winnipeg, Dec. 8 —John Sharp, 
who styled himself “Adam, son of 
God,” and whose career as a_relig- 


ious fanatic ended in a bloody battle 
in the streets of Kansas City today, 
is the man who last July invaded 
Canada from Missouri, and for two 
or three weeks defied the provincial 
governments of Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan atid the power of the Do- 
minion of Canada as. representid by 
the Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
Crossing the international boundary 
into Manitoba, he trekked north with 
his little party, originally nmumber- 
ing fifteen, hut which shrank to 
smaller number before the hardships 
encountered, keeping on the Manito- 
ba side of the provincial boundary 
line with Saskatchewan, announc¢ 
that he bad been sent by God with a 
divine message to the Doukhobors at 
Yorkton in the latter province. Arm- 
ed with repeating rifles his little par- 
ty, with their one horse, worked stow 
ly north through the peaceful Mani- 
eba prairie as though a hostile leag- 
uer, daring the mounted police, whe 
closely followed their movements, to 
stop them, The situation 
extreme difficulty for authorities and 
required the greatest tact and pa- 
tience to avoid —bloodshep. The 
mounted police made more than one 
attempt to catch Sharp off his guard, 
when the unwelcome «visitors would 
have been bundled back again across 
the boundary with very seant court- 
esy, but his vigilance  outwitted 
them. Thus this curious procession 
wended its way through Manitoba to 
the terror of the farmers and the 
seandal of the law abiding communi- 
ty until the caravan reached a point 
immediately opposite Yorkton, when 
it debouched into Saskatchewan terri- 
tory. All along Sharp had declared 
that if the Doukhobors refused to ac- 
cept him as their divine leader, lye 
would return. He kept his word, for 
the Yorkton fanatics showed him 
that they had nothing in common 
other than the taste for parading na- 
ked in public places, and Sharp, with

reduced escort, but vigilant as ever, 
‘traced his painful way south 
through Manitoba, and finally to the 
treat relief of the Canadian authori- 
ties generally, debouched across the 
international line. Since then he had 
been lost to knowledge till his dra- 
matic finale at Kansas City ‘today.

It is well known that Mr, Mon- 
teith does not place much stress on 
ihe activities of public life. He feels 
that there are greater enjoyments in 


life than aspiring to fame and mak- 
ing money, The pleasure that the 
management of his farm gives him 
outweighs all the fascinations of pub- 
lic office. Mr. Monteith indieated 
this state of mind in the course «i 
an interview given to a Bulletin rep- 
resentative, It occurred in giving his 
impressions of the west, 

‘What I notice most about the 
west,’’ said Mr. Monteith, ‘is the all 
absorbing desire on the part. of every- 
body to make money. Wherever I 
vo, in the railway car, at the hotel, 
or on the street, I hear of proposi- 
tions that are under way and of how 
much money certain individuals have 
made on a deal in real estate or on 
crop returns. This of course is typi- 
cal of a new country, but as time 


goes by the people must pay more 
attention to the aesthetic side of 
their nature or they will miss the 


real enjoyments in life. 
Inflated Land Values. 

“A consequence of the desire for 
money is the enormously inflated val- 
ues that are given to property and 
even to the necessaries of life. Espe- 
cially is this true in British Colum- 
bia where living is very expensive 
and where values for fruit and farm 
lands are up in the clouds.

President's Last Message to Congress 
Advises Compromise in Control 
of Corporations

message to the last con- 
gress over which he will preside, was 
read yesterday before the House oi 
Representatives. In it the president 
outlines the policies which it ia gen- 


erally assumed will be adopted by 
President-Elect Tait when he takes 
office at the special session of con: 


#ress to be held immediately after the 
present session closes 

The president’s address to congress 
Was read az follows 


As regards the great corporations 
engaged in interstate business and 
especially the. railroads, I can only 
repeat what I have already again 
and again saw in my messages to 
the congress, I believe that under 


the interstate clause of the constitu- 
tion the United States has complete 
and paramount right to control al! 
agencies of interstate commerce, and 
I believe that the netional jovern- 
ment alone can exercise this right 
with wisdom and effectiveness so as 
hoth to secure justice from, and to 
do Justice to, the great corporations 
which are the most important factors 
in modern business. I believe that 
it is worse that folly to attempt te, 
prohibit all combinations as is done 
by the Sherman anti-trust law, be 
cause such a law can be enforced 
only imperfectly .and unequally, and 
its enforeement works almost as 
much heeeship as good. I ctrongty 
advocate hat instead of an unwise 
effort to prohibit all combinations, 
there shall oe substituted a law 
which shall expressly permit combi- 
nations which are in the interest of 
the public, but shall at the same 
time give to some agency of the na- 
tional government full power of con- 


trol apd supervision over them. One 
of the chief features of this control 
should be securing entire publicity 


in all matters whieh the publie has 
a right to know, and furthermore, the 
power, not by judicial but by exec. 
ulive action, to prevent or put a stop 
to every form of improper favoritism 
or other wrong doing. 

The railways of the country should 
be put completely under the inter- 
state commerce commission and res 
moved from the domain of the anti- 
trust law. The power of the com- 
mission should be mude thorough.

VON BUELOW'’S DIPLOMACY. 


He Says Germany Desires to See Tur- 
key Strong and Austria Likewise. 


Berlin, Dee, 8—Prince Von Buelow’s 
speech in the Reichstag yesterday teid 
fended that the latter hes not asked 
nothing, namely,that Germany desires 
to sve Turkey strong politically and 
morolly, and, Germany, he declared, 
true to Austria-Hungary, is not ol- 
vended that the latter has not asked 
her approval of the annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina beforehand.

Mr. Oliver while he was in the city.

H. Clark, A. C. Freser, A. B. Camp- 
bell and Secretary A. G. Harrison. 

At the regular monthly meeting of 
the board of trade yesterday acter- 
noon Mr. Clark reported on the result 
of the interview with Hon. Mr, Oliver 
concerning the extension.

The Aldermanic Candidates. 

Dr. Metnnis wished the support of 
the electors this year and throughout 
the coming year, In the extending 
of the power plant he said the Ex- 
hibition Ground is rendered useless by 
reason of the encroaching on the r3ce- 
track. For this reason the Exhnbi- 
tion Ground should be established 
elsewhere at once. The question of 
bringing water from further up the 
river is increased in difficulty by the 
demand of the insurance companics 
that there wiil be no reduction in 
rates unless two pipes are laid, in- 
stead of one. We are paying too 
much for our power We muet send 
experts up to the Athabasca River to 
see if we cannot get power from there. 
Although we have unlimited coal, yet 
it costs us about $45 per horse-phwer 
to run the engines. Let us get the 
power from the north and cut down 
the civie expenses. 

Pure Water and More of It. 

J. E. Lundy, an aldermanie eandi- 
date, claimed the origination of — the 
Phrase “pure water and more of it.” 
A filtration plant can be established 
right away. Our water is pure at all 
secsons of the year and only requires 
to have the sand removed. We have 
not realized what our city is going to 
be in a few years. Now we must look 
to the extension of the electric light 
plant and of the street railway system 
to suburbs, to warehouses and lumber 
yards. Money can be saved for the 
city im many ways.if a wise superv!- 
sion is made of street improvements, 
The revenue from a city market. will 
svon pay for itself. Site for fire haiis 
should be bought at once and save 
money for the future. Trees could 
be planted where the land is not put 
to immediate ~ use, and eventually 
these will be beautiful fire hall loca- 
tions. 

Alderman Fraser Vindicated. 

Alderman D. R. Fraser refuted the 
insinuation in the Journal that he 
worked a graft in the supply of lum- 
ber to the city. He had no contract 
with the city, but with the contrac- 
tors, on the guarentee of the city that 
the money would be paid. 

A. BE. Potter outlined his unique 
railway policy for the City of Hd- 
imonton and dwelt on the lighting «ys- 


tem, An are light, said he, takes 
75 IGcandle power light and costs $6 
per month to operate. Each light 


supplies about 40 houses. If a light 
is placed on each verandah the whok 
street will be lighted, Let cach 
householder pey for the fixture and 
let the city supply the power free of 
cost, This system of lighting th 
streets has proved most successful in 
other cities. . 

With three minutes to spare, Mi 
Potter outlined his scheme for remoy- 
ing the obstruction which the C.N.i 
is already making to the city by run- 
ning diagc y uctos the streets, Hk 
advocates that the present C.N.R 
yards be relinguishbed ly the company 
and that accommodation be secure 
for them on a strip of land on th 
north end of the Hudson Bay reser) 
Then, with both the C.N.R. and th 
G.T.P. yards away to the north of th 
city, lines could be run north and 
south into the city to a uniof station 
and union freight sheds, somewhere 
in the vicinity of the Queen's avenue 
school property, If this scheme 
can be carried out at once, Mr. Potter 
is satisfied the city will have solved 
onee for a’l the question of railway 
entrance into Edmonton. The CPLR. 
have profited by withdrawing their 
yards to the outskirts of Winnipeg, 
and the C.N.R. would find it to their 
advantage to do so in Edmenton. 

F. W. Killups would like to se 
some system of mechanical filtration 
which would not make one drink any 
nore mud than is necessary, A year 
and a half ago a market hall was ad- 
vocated, but he thought it was a bless- 
ing that the one planned was not 
built, as it was not in keeping with 
the needs of the city. 

Alex. MacSporran expressed his eon- 
viction on the efficacy of municipal 
ownership ot publie utilities in- the 
City of Edmonton.

J. E. Lundy was present and in 
a brief, business-like manner explain-

He thought the city needed 
business men to handle its affairs ud- 
vantageously and, if elected, promised 
to give adequate time and labor to 
the work. 

H. L, McInnis spoke briefly. He 
made a humorous reference to the 
“graft charges made by a man named 
Galbraith,” but said that D. R. Fras- 
er knew more about that than he 
did, He was not in favor of the fair 
wage clause because he thought it 
unmteasible, He didn’t believe in any 
eight-hour day business. He favored 
the filling of the Namayo avenue 
diteh when the city could afford to 
do it, and put in a trunk sewer. 

Ald Lee was the last speaker He 
quoted Ald, Bellamy’s charges as re- 
ported in the Bulletin, flatly repudi- 
ating them. He referred to Mr. Hull's
